more hereafter ) becomes large e- 
nough by new fupplies of other 
Currents, to deferve the name of 
a River , and is that which the An- 
cients caird ImbvAJus. 

At the bottom of the aforefaid 
Mountain, where Old Samcs flood , 
towards Scirus^ lye the Ruins of an 
old Haven for Galleys ^ the Simians 
call it T^^/fip^' , i. e. Bafen^ from its 
roundnefs. , Near to which Port 
Stands a little Church Dedicated

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• st.Kiy to * St. Nichtdds^ but no^ become a 
chpjas, Refuge for the Mariners, who come 
privately to fetch Wateir from a 
* Well hard by , that has a mc^ ex* 
cellent Spriig : Yet here is always 
a ft ri<a Watch kept, one by Day, 
and two by Night , to carry Intel- 
ligence to the next Ago, , or the 
next Caddefy what Ships come id , 
whence th^ are , and whither 
bound 5 Ana if the Aga, or Citddee^ 
happen to hear of any Ships comtiig 
byfome other Meffcngef, before be 
that is to Watch, brings the News , 
he is fure to receive 500 Baftinadoes 
upon the Soles of his Feet for his 
negleft. 
» Mez^tie O ver-againft the Old City> about 
chora^ox a Mile diftant to the Weft , ftands 
the NeW) now known by the name 

of uiy&Kvi X<^?^> M^giile chora^ of 
the great Town , becaufe it is big- 
ger than the reft of the Iflc. Here 
the principal Men of the Ifle have 
their refidence > i. e. the Arch-bi- 
(hop , the Caddee , with three or 
four Turkiflf Families 3 the Aga, with 
XPfi or »dozea othef T^h |o aflift: 
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him in the Execution of his 
Charge. 

The Csddees Office is to pro- 
nouQce Law., and the AgA*s to pur 
it into Execution , and to Levy all 
Taxes whatfoever. There are ma- 
ny who fubmit ihemfelves to the 
Jurifdi(5lion of the Arch-biihop ^ 
efpecially the Eccledadicks. But 
if any Man reft unfatisfied with the 
Arch'biftiops Judgment, he may 
appeal to the Caddee. There arc 
very few Turks in this Ifle, befides 
the forementioned. They had a 
Molque, but the Venetians batter'd it 
down the firft time they came with 
their Fleet to fubdue the Ifland to 
their obedience, and to oblige them 
to contribution. But the Sam/ans 
at firft refused to pay Contribution , 
or to appear before tne General , but 
made their efcape into the Moun- 
tains , fearing the Venetidns would 
foon be repuls'd by the Turks , and 
they be chaftis'dfor fo quick a Re- 
volt. But when the great Town 
was taken, and plundered , andtha 
Mofquein it quite battered down> 
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?hc ^g^ aqd Caddft^ ga vp pqrmiflion 
to the Iflanders to pay a yearly tri- 
bute of 89000 Dollers or Crowns 
to the Fenetims. Yet after the 
P?ace made, when the Turks were 
re-eftabli(b'd 5 they would neither 
' repair their battered Mofque , nor 
build a new one, for fear of foip? ' 
fuch cafualty. Out of a Superfti- 
tion they have, not to b^ild 4 
M )rque , but only where they arc 
confident it (hall never be profan'd 
by chriJUan violpnce.

(whom they call Hdratchgy) comes » 
be firft goes to the C^d^e ^ and

Whereupon the Caddee fbmmons 
the chief Men of every Village , 
whom they call Proejli^ to come be- 
fore him at the great Town, where 
having read to them the Imperial 
Mandat y he charges them to take 
all poflible care for the fpcedy Levy- 
ing of the Tribute , which they 
promifing, are difmifs'd.

of the CddiiUskers , whereof there 
MTc two 5 the one for Eunfe , call'd 
the R^mily CaddiUfker , the other 
fttf Afu , called the Anodd C^ddi- 
lesker. Thefe two arc next to the 
A/i^7 for Dignity and Power ;> and 
take place next to him. By one of 
thefe are all the Caddees (ent to their 
refpeiftive charges. The Perquifits 
of the Caddee of Sam0s arife from 
the Courts of Judicature, where 
he is Prefident: And upon theDeath 
of any Perfon, he takes an Inven-f 
toryof allhisGoods, which being 
priz'd, he takes three fer C€nt^ ac- 
cording to their value. But he 
meddl^ not with the Lands , being 
all appropriated to the aforefaid 
Molque cf Tofbdns : But if any 
Man dye without iCue Male,- the 
Ag^ has power to feile his Lands > , 
and to (ell them to whom he plea-^ 
ies. Neither Male nor Female can 
inherit the Lands of their Mother ^ 
but they fall to the A^a , who has 
power to fell or di(pole of them as 
he thinks Ht. If a Man leave his 
]Lands yncultiyated for feven Yearsy

the Jga has power to fell them, and 
to demand fatisfadtion for thoCc dues 
that might have accrued to him , if 
the Lands had been cultivated 
thofe feven Years. We will return 
to the remaining part of the De- 
fcription of^J^egale chore ^and other 
remarkable places of the Ifle. 

The whole Town , and all the 
Gardens about it^ are fupply'd w ith 
(a)P/«./. Water from two (a) Fountains, that

carT^L^' to the taft , is called PUtanos.^ the 
mbcA. other Mejfaki. There are but fix 
Churches, and thofe fmall opes. 
Nor is it expedient in that Country, 
that any thing which concerns the 
Chrifl:ian Religion ihould make 
any outward appearance of Mag- 
nificence, or qoftlinefs, leaft it 
ihould provoke the envy aud avarice 
of their proud Matters to Sacrile- 
gious rapine. On the South fide of 
the CitY lyes a large plaifl , by a 
word mixt with Greek and Latm , 
(h)Megi- caird (t^) Megalccampos ^ being the 
UcmfQs. greateft Plain in the Ifle 9 which by 
reafoo of abundance of landing 

Water 
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Water wherewith it perpetually 
ftagnates; idds no benefit, but great 
nuifance to the neighbouring Inha- 
bitants: Yet is it Tike to continue 
ftill a Fenny Mar(h , fo long as the 
Tyrannous Government of fhe 
Country gives fo fmall Encourage- 
ment to the improvement of Lands. 
The Mariners that fail by that 
Coaft are the better for *t , to whom 
it affords frefli Water enough to 
furnifti a^whole Fleet, in four 
ftreams that iffuing from this Fen t 
difembogue themielves into the Sea, 
fome fix Miles diftant from the Fen : 
Yet the Coaft is fo open , that no 
Vcffel can ride there but when the 
Wind is in the North.

Six Miles from Py^gos^ towards 

(c) TJad' the South , lies (cT) PUums , fo 
caird 5 from abundance of Plain 
Trees there formerly. This Town 

hath 
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hath at leaft 500 Houfes, and two 
Churches, and is remarkable for its 
good Air. Both the Men and Wo- 
men being generally longer Liv'd 
here , than any where elle in the 
Ifland. Their Waters hereabouts 
abound with Champinions , a great 
relief to the Poor, when the word 
is given out for publick permiflion 
to Fifli. Which word with them 
is Amixe n libarinUm. 

Six Miles from hence , towards 
the Weft , lies a Village of fomc 
IGO Houfes, and two Churches, 
caird (a) Maratba-camfos , from the (z) Mm-^ 
abundance of (^j Fennel therea- Jj^;^^^- 
bouts, which the Greeks call ^J^ara- (b) cah 
tha.

Three Miles from this Village 
lies a fmall Hermitage, by the Name 
of {c) St. George^ Hermitage, where (c) Saint 
two or three Hermits of Patmos^ u^vmi^ 
commonly refide.

this Hermitage is a Grotto upon the 
top of a Mountain of moft difficult 
accefd, which the People, by Tra-

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ditioh do believe was Pythagoras^s 
retiring place ^ it hath now a little 
Church , call'd Pxvayia ^otvego^^vif, 

Or the Bleffed Virgin appearing; 
Becaufe of a Tradition that the 
Bleflbd Virgin Mavj has here ap- 
peared , and, done Miracles. The 
Bones of Dead Men that lie fcat- 
ter'd hereabouts ^ give occafion to 
believe , that thofe that remained 
when the Ifland wasdeferted, made 
their efcape hither 5 it being a Re- 
treat of moft difficult accefs: And 
the inner Parts of this Mountain 
are not well difcover'd , in afmuch 
as people are feen to appear , and 
obferv'd to gather Chemuts^ none 
of the Inhabitants of the Valley 
knowing any thing more of them. 
(a)Af(mj-. This (a) Mountain is called 

piirft; ^^^^'' ^ ^^^ Yaght^c of the whole 
c.^i' ' Ifland, from whofe top may be 
feen the grcatefl part of the Ifles 
of the K^rchifeUgoi It is covered 
with Snow almoft all the Year , and 
hath a Lake on the very top , well 
ftoir'd with Eels. Here is a Chap- 
pei Confecrated to the Prophet 
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Ca) Elias , whither many refoft (^^ Eiias'i 
for Devotion : Here is hkewife a ^*'*'*^^- 
Grotto 5 with another Chappel , 
which hath no Tradition of its 
Name or Dedication 5 yet many go 
thither to fay their Prayers , and at 
Eajler time^ it is much frequented; 
This chappel, and Grotto ftand di- 
rciftly over againft the Ifle of Nica^ 
ria , fome 1 2 ^^iles from hence. 

That which increafeth the Re- 
ligious efteem of this latter Chap- 
Eel , is , a Tradition , That Light 
as often appeared in the Night 
time, whigli the People conceive 
to be a Warning of fome Holy Re- 
liques that lyes here yet undifco- 
ver'd, and fo negledqd. 

Upon the fame Mountain , (bme 
fix Miles diftant , towards the 
North, ftands another Hermitage 5 .

the greateft Town of this Ifland , 
next to Megdle chore,. It is fituate 
by the Sea-fide, over againft sio^ 
and the Caftle of Siatsky , iipon the 
Continent of Afta. It hath no lefs 
thafl5ooHoufes3 and 5 Churches. 
The Inhabitants are the Rieheft of 
any in the Ifle , by reafon of their 
Traffick by Sea to Sio , Smyrna ^ chios \ 
and other places. Their principal 
Merchandife are Onions , and Muf- 
cat Wine. Yet their Port is fo 
exposed to the North Wind , and 
unfafenRoad for any Veffels, that 
they are for c*d to load their Yeffels 
a Shore , and fo to thruft them off: 
And at their return, without any 
delay they draw up their Veffels to

The Grafs about this Monaftry in - 
the Spring time is Venomous to all 
ftrange Cattle ^ fothat if an Horfe 
brought from aftrangeplacebe put 
into the Grounds, in a (hort time he 
fhall fwell and biirft : But the Hor- 
fes bred up about the Monaftry, and 
the next Village, find no fuch incon- 
venience at all. 

Ten Miles from this Monaftry 
Eaft ward, ftands (j^)VAthy ^ a Vil* (O^ 
lage of 400 Houfes, and four Chur- 
ches , enriched with a Port , affor- 
ding a fafe Habourin all Winds but 
the South. But four Miles toward 
the North Eaft lies another fo well 
fheltred with three little Iflands,

The Ifland is well ftor'd with 
Sheep and Goats 5 But every Sheep 
is redeemed with two Afpers , and 
every Goat with one, payable to the 
Vdcouf ox great Moftjue at TofhdK^ 
\n Gdtata. Yet were this Law li- 
terally put in execution , it were 
well for the People 5 but the Agas 
take the boldnefs to levy more , as 
they think fit. Nor can the People 
help themlelves , the charge of 
Appeal being greater than the 

Pay: 
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Payment injurioufly exaded. And 
fuch is the Corruption of the Turkijb 
Court, that the event or an Ap- 
peal would be as uncertain as the 
attempt unfafe. 

Beiides the ^ga demands as his 
due, all the Butter he finds among 
the Inhabitants, what day foever 
he pitches upon to number their 
Flocks , in order to the gathering 
this ITacoHf Money; which grie- 
vance arofp by the iqconfiderate 
bounty of a rich Saman^ who to 
ingratiate with the Aga , prefented 
him with a great quantity of But- 
ter , fmce which time, the K^ga has 
ever claimed it as his due from all 
others. 

The Lxjg/i is likewife prefented 
by every man of ftock with a 
l^amb and a Kid 5 which by a Char-f 
ter obtained from the Grand Signiori 
the SamUns have power to redeem 
with two Afpers and an half by 
the head , but the AgA exa^ no lels 
^han five or fix. 

And now it is no wonder if 'this 
pppreflion by the Turkij^ Officers 

keep 



keep the Inhabitants poor^ ignorant, 
and low fpirited. . KUinh-Aly-Bajbay 
at his firft coming to re-people the 
Jfland, brought none with him 
but men of low Fortunes, and the 
Tyranny they^ live under doth ftill 
Jkeepthem fo. And the Malice of 
many flothful, but fervile people 
among them, doth render it impoffi- 
blefor any perfon well afFeded to the 
Publickgood , to eflFed any thing 
toward their Liberty , or redrefs of 
Grievances. For there wants not 
among the Greeks perpetual fpies , 
that for their private ends, bring 
intelligence to the ^^ga^s Minifters 
of any motion made j or any word 
freely fpoken towards the redrels 
of Grievances. The Aga^s princi- 
pal Engins are either thofe of his 
Family, Ccall'd Mufifarides) or fuch 
creatures as lie difpers'd throughout 
thelfland. Thole of his Family ^ 
aire his Secretaries and Interpreters : 
The latter fort are alwayes Greeks • 
for a T/^r^ counts it a great di (honour 
to learn any Chrijtian Language. 

His Creatures abroad are the 
. ^ ^ Proejlr^ 
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{a) Proefti , or Chief of the Vil- (a)n^ 
lages 5 whom he alwayes makes his •^^^^ 
Creatures , and they for private 
ends are very forward to acquaint 
him anything that may pieafe him. 
They are more zealous and forward 
to pay their Homage to a Turkiih 
Agas Houfcjthan to ferve Almighty 
God in his pubHck Worihip ; and as 
if Interefl: and Gain were their God- 
linefs) they are more punctually 
careful to devote their time to a 
fervile attendance in the outmofl: 
Gate of theo^/f, among his Por* 
tersand meaner Servants, than in 
the folemn affembly of their fellow 
chriJlUm in the Church of God* 
In fo much , that though they are 
ChrifiUns by profeffion , yet on the . 
moft folemn days of publick De- 
votion , their greateft Religion is 
to wait at the Agds Houfe, to bid 
him good, morrow 5 when he goes 
out to attend his pleafure , to drinfc 
Coffee, and fmoak Tobacco among 
his Servants , and to fpeak nothing 
but what may flatter his Pride , or 
ferve his Avarice. There is no

village in the Ifland fo fmall , that 
wants fuch peftiient Spirits as 
thefe. 

Samos is not infefiour to any 
Ifland of the ArchifeUgo for good 
SoiL They are not beholden to 
other Countrys for any thing but 
Iron and Salt $ and this latter they 
might have , did not the oppreffion 
of the Turks difcourage their In- 
duftry. They are well ftor*d with 
Trees of all forts, witl;i Pitch, Cot- 
tons, Corn, Oyl, Honey, and 
Wine , of whofe Lees they mak^ 
abundance o^ Aqux viu in the 
Month of 0£f(^er , by them caird 
^^''g^A^- AfynchpYitos^k(s\ff(j^moc,: For when 
^^/v^*" they make their ^^'/i^^w/^^ all Paf- 
fengers are invited to taft of it , 
which he that refufes ^ is branded 
with the name of 'Affuyx^gHto^ , in 
thefe words j 'E<xv elv Ji^6.<; va eaw 
&ff\}yy^^)in^c, . ij' you mU take none , 
you fbAi never obtain pardon. 

All the People of ' the Country 
are Labourers , excepting the Mufa* 
far ides , who farm out their Lands, 
and make it their budnefs to attend 

the 



the -/^^. Every Mafter of a Fa- 
mily is obliged to attend the AgA at 
fucb time as he puts all his Corn in 
a readinefs to be meafur'd. And 
-then is one of the LMufrfarides fent, 
who is to be entertained at^ the 
charge of the Mafter of the Family, 
but inftead of taking a Tenth of 
the Corn , which is ftridly his due ; 
he takesMoney according to his own 
valuation of the price of Corn. 

All Wines, AqHAvit<e^ and Oyl,' 
are Tith'd according to an ancient 
rate fet down in the Court Rolls. 

Heretofore there was no Impofi- 
tion taken upon Silks , becauie it 
was a Manufaifture exercis'd only 
by the hands of Women/till a cer- 
tain Aga came, that defir*d a little 
to make him a Girdle 5 and being 
prcfented with a good handfome 
Basket full : The next year he de- 
manded the like quantity every 
whereas his due. 

The Habit of the Samiam is hke 
the Turks : A long Veft , like our 
Caffock, down to the Heels with a 
Girdle about the Loins, and over 

it 



it a loofe Garment , like a Batche- 
.' lour of Arts Gown. The Women 
likewife imitate the Turkijb Women 
in their Apparel , girded about the 
Loins ^ a white Vail over their 
Heads, The young Women let 
their*hair hang down behind, in a 
long Lock plaited ^ and ty'd at the 
end with a Silver or Guilt Chain. 

In former times, the gf eateft part 
of the Ifles of the ArchtPeUgp were 
under the Jurildidlion of the Arch- 
BiOiopof Rhodes •y and this Ifle had 
a Bifhop that was Suffragan to that 
Arch-Biftiop. But fince the laft 
re-peopling of the Ifle, it has been 
under the Patriarch of Coxfiautino- 
fie , who beftow'd it upon the great 
Church of Confiantimfle , and fent 
a Vicar to colled all the Ecclefiafti- 
cal Revenues. And in this condi- 
tion it continued for an hundred 
years , *ciU the People of the Ifle 
did petition the Patriarch to let 
them have an Arch'Bifhop, which 
accordingly he did , and appointed 
them the Bi(hop of Niuria for their 
Suffragan ^ but that Ifland being too 

poor 
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poor to maintaia a Bi/hop at this 
day the Arch-Bifhop of Sdtms has 
now no Suffragan at alL 

When a new Arch-Biihop comes^,' 
he (he wi his Patent from the Grand 
Signior to the Cdddee . then fum- 
mons all the Proefii of the Villages ,' 
to whom having rpad his Patent, 
he has it Regifter'd in the publicic 
Records of the Ifland. This done, 
they all accompany him. to the Ca- . 
thedral Church, where after the 
Reading of his Inftitutions , giveit 
by the Patriarch, he is placed in the 
Archiepifcopal Throne, where eve- 
ry one comes to ki(s his Hand , and 
he beftovvs upon then? his Bene- 
didion^ and then makes them a 
Speech vif he find himfelf of fuiB- 
cient capacity to do't. ) This is the 
way of his Inveftiture into the 
Arch-Biflioprick of Samos and Ni- 
carta. 

At his firft coming , the Papas.ot 
Parifli Pri.eft of the Church of his 
Refidence prefents him 15 , P^^ 2<5 
Dollers ^ they of the other Chur- 
ches according to their Abilities; 

D Tho 
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The firft year of his comiog , every 
Parifli Prieft pays him 4 Dtollers , 
and the followiog yejirs a. Every 
i.ay-man pays him 4S Afpers, and 
the following years 24. The reft 
of *is Revenues comes in by Or- 
dinations and Marriages. One 
part of the Ifland come to Megale 
chore , where he Reildes , for Li* 
cenfcs to Marry , the other part 
to his Vicar Ckneral at Car/trvafis 
The SamUns pay one Doller for a 
I^icenfe $ all Strangers two : But he 
that comes after firlt Marriage for a 
Licenfe for a fecond, or third , pays 
three or four. Since 5/sfW(?j has been 
im Arch-Biftoprick , there has been 
hitherto but eight 5 i . Athandfim ; 
z.Anlihimm*^ ^. Parthema^ ; ^.Cor* 
nelius*^ ^.Chrifiofhorm \ 6. Neophy-- 

^^ i 7* J^Pp^ (who writ this Hi- 
ftory in vulgar Onek) and Phi/areffis 

that HOW fucceeds him. Of whom 
here is a fliort account. 

Jthaffofifu 5 a Native of the Ifle, 
afld a Marry'd Prieft 5 but his Wife 
dying about the time of his pro- 
motion ^ took upon him the Ha- 
bit 
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bit of a Cdloir , he was Arcb-Bi- 
fhop 2oyears^ 

Anthimus, furnamM J^^^, be- 
fcaufe at the Ceremony ^of the Pa- 
triarch's Vafliing the Feet of twelve 
Priefts on Mannddy thurfdaji , he 
being one, had the name of Jt^. 
Th^Pmizrch q£ Coffjiahtiffople ^ in 
imitation of our Saviour, doth eve- 
ry year, on A/^/i^/r^^^ TAwr/2^47, Wafli 
the Feet of twelve Men in Holy 
Order's , who are at that time cal- 
led the twelve Apoftles $ and every 
Priefl: hath at tnat ftme the name 
of fome particular Apoftle. After 
he had been Arch-Bifhop 1 5 years , 
upon a Complaint made again ft 
him by the Iflanders to the Cdfitan 
B^ba^ or Admiral of the ftirkifi 
Fleet , he was clapt into prifon y 
whence being released by a fum of 
Money, he became afterwards Arch- 
Bifhop of Cdfdrea in Cdfpddocia. 

Pdrthenius^ a Thebdn^ was Traa- 
flated from the Arch-Biftioprick of 
Patrds to SdmQs , where he prefidcd 
14 years i only under the Title of 
^goiJ\§cj5 1 or Prefident 5 but after 

Da In 
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he had paffed 1 2 years under this 
meaner and unufual Title, he was 
admitted to the full Rights and Dig- 
nity of an Arch-Bifhop. 
i Cornelim of Meteljnc was depo- 
fed by the Patriarch of Confimtino- 
fU \ after he had fat fix years. 

ChriftophorU6 a Samian^ Was clapt 
into the Galleys by the Venetian 
Admiral, for not paying Contribu- 
tion to the Venetians , at the ap- 
pointed time ; fof hapning to be 
Arch-Bifliop in the beginning of 
that War be<!Ween the Turks and 
Venetians (fo calamitous to all the 
Greek Ifles ) the Venetians then Ma- 
fters at Sea, forc'd all the Archipelago 
tocontribution^ He to fecure his 
poor flock , the Samians , ^from im- 
mediate Plunder, Rapine, Cap- 
tivity, and other Infolencies, did 
engage for raifing the demanded 
Contribution , which was an high 
fum for that place , fcut was not 
able to make good his promife with- 
in the appointed time 5 becaufe of 
the Peoples poverty: Whereupon 
the f'w^//^;^ Admiral , without any 
. . refpeiit 
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refpedl to his Religion as a chrifiUn \ 
or to bis place and quality as aa 
Arch-Bifhop> did mo(t Barbaroufly 
put him into the Gallics , a punifh- 
ment comtnotily impofed upon Tur^ 
kijh Cajpti ves , or fuch ChriftUm on- 
ly as were grols and notorious Ma- 
lefadours , and judicially con- 
dema'd tor capital Crimes. 

Neofhytiis of Siphanto ^2i%6 years, 
and deceafed in the Ifland. 

After him came Jofefh Georgirene^ 
of the Ifland of Milos^ who was 
Confecrated, October j. 1666. He 
fat here five years ^ till after the ta- 
king of Candle^ the Turks grew 
more populous ^ and con(equently 
more abufive: So that wearied with 
their injuriiss , he retired to the 
Holy Grotto of the Apocalypje^ in the 
Ifle of Patmos. 

After he had voluntarily retir'd 
from his Arch-Bifhoprick , the Pa- 
triarch of ConfiMtinofU did pre- 
fently fubftitute in his place Fhilarer 
tus of the Ifle of siphanto. 

And thus muph concerning the 
Arcb-Bifliop of S($mos y his In ve- 

D ^ ilicure 
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fliture , his Jurifdi(5tion , and his 
Revenue. Pcoceed we to the Cler- 
gy, that under him have the Cure 
of Souls. And thefe not only in 
Sawos y but throughout the whole 
extent of the whole Gr^^* Church, 
are always dignifi*d and diftin- 
guifti^d by the peculiar title of 
PocTri^, Pdpas whidi fignifies a Fa- 
ther, becaufe in ipiritual matters 
within the bounds of their Cure , 
they are Fathers , as well to Feed 
as to Govern. 
(^)oftMfe The P/tpas in tlje boucids of his 
Greek?' Parifh is obliged to perform aU thofe 
r4//papas, facrcd Officcs which the Oreek Ri- 
crrarodf- tual requires. They are not only 

do*c, before they enter into the 
Order of Prieft-hood. And not 
only thofc Greek Priefts thaj: live 
under the Patriarch of Confiantino- 
pie ^ but alfo thoTe Greeks that in 
Sicily , CaUbria , and in the Iflands 
under the State of Vemc€ do em- 
brace the Romifb Religion , are by 
allowance of the Pope permitted 
to Marry. And fuch Men (though 

Marry 'd) 



Marrv'd ) are commonly Ordained 
Priefts at Rme it felf, by fome (Jreik 
Biihop of the i^m/^ Religion in the 
College of Greeks at Rome , and in 
th&t of Spiiin^ and in that called 
Msidonna del Pofulo : Yet the Greek 
Church J for that efteem thty have 
of a Monaftick Life, do never ad- 
vance a Parifh Prieft to a Bilhopricfc, 
except his Wife be Dead y or Di* 
voted from him , and he take up- 
on him the Habit and ProfefSon of 
a Calotr. 

A Marry'd Man, that would take 
Orders, is required to declare , that 
he has been but once Marty'd , anjj 
that his Wife was neither a Widow^ 
nor a Slave J nor the Daughter of 
a Slave , or under the reproach of 
an Harlot : This done , he comes to * ^ 
a Confeffour, who amo^g other 
Sins, doth particularly put him 
upon the Confeflion or thole Sins 
that by the Canon would exclude 
him from entring into Orders. And 
though his Confeflbur give him^ a 
good Teftimony, yet a Week be- 
fore the Ordination, the Bifhop

doth openly in the Church charge 
all the Affembly under the Peril of 
Excommunication, if they know 
him guilty of any Crime thiat may 
render him unworthy of Holy Or- 
ders, to reveal it before the next 
Sundays • Which if any Man do , 
and make good his Accufation , he 
isdenied Holy Orders 5 if the Ac- 
cufer be found to Impeach him falfe-r 
ly , he is Excommunicated for his 
falfe Accufation , and the other 
Ordain'd* After xh&Cdndidate for 
Holy Orders ha^ thusFtnade his way, 
the day before he enters into Priews 
Orders, becomes to the Metropo- 
lite, who having try'd whethec 
he Read and Write without falfe 
Pronuntiation , or mif-fpelling ; 
and being fatisfied in that point, 
doth pfefently Ordain him Sub-dea- 
con and Deacon , and the next day 
Prieft, if he be of fufficient Age. 
The Age for a Reader is i8 ; For a 
. Sub-Deaconj 20 j For a Deacon, 25. 
For a Prieft, 30 5 Neverthclefs it is 
left to the Difcretion of the Metro- 
politej to difpenfe witn the Canon, 

as 
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as he ftiall fee occafion , according 
to the exatmple of Anicetus , who 
Ordained St. Eleutherius a Prieft at 
iS , and Bifliop of lllyrium at 20. 
If aP^p^Marrya fecond time 5 he 
is deprived of his Orders , and cal- 
led ever after ApofApas. But no- 
thing hinders the Widow of a 
Frieft to Marry again. 

The Papas is obliged to Read 
Prayers, and Adminifter the Sa- 
crament every Sunday and Holy- 
day* The day before a Sacrament, 
he is to iing the Vefpers , and after 
Supper, to rehearfe a Prayer call'd 
the "ATTotft^Trvgy. if after that Prayer 
faid? he chance to Eat or Drink that 
Night, he is obliged to go to 
Church, and fay that Prayer again : 
Likewife that Night he is not al- 
lowed A) lye with his Wife. 

Every Parifhioner is obliged to 
bring to Church a Loaf to the 
Weight of (even or eight pounds , 
which is marked with thefe thrcQ 
words 5 ^fofl-Sj xgis^oj niKoi : Jefm 
Chrifi (yverccmfs. Of this Bread the 
Prieft dUlrihutes to every one a 

Mor^ 
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Morfel 5 and the reft goes to him- 
felf. 

If any man defire the Sacrament 
upon other days than Sundays or 
Holidays, he fends to the Prieft 
the day before , to prepare himfelf 
according to the Canon. The next 
Morning the Prieft fends to him 
to bring with him what is necefTarf 
for Celebration, w^. aLoaf, naar- 
Jced as before, a Wax Taper of 
two Afpers , and Incenfe of one 
Afper, (for they never Cckbrate 
without a iijghted Taper , and In- 
cenfe) and a Quart of Wine , and 
three Afpers in Money : What is 
left of the Bread and Wine , goes 
to the Prieft with three Afpers, 
lie that leaves it to the Prieft to pro- 
vide neceflaries , brings wi^h hini 
1 5 Afpers. I 

The iPari/h Rricfts, excepting 
thofe that are very ancient, or 
Widowers,never confefs any. That 
employment is left ordinarily to the 
CaUirs of tte Order of St. Bafil , 
whereof there wanes not fome 
cv«y where difpcifed througboujf 

the 
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the whole Greek Church ^ to beg 
/VImes for the Monks of 4^hosy from 
whence they are fcnt. Yet neither 
they, nor any Parifli Prieft confcft 
any without a particular Licenfe 
from the Metropolite, who doth 
enjoyn them under a Mortal Sin, 
not to exa(5l any Money for Abfolu- 
tion. But if after Abfolution , the 
Penitent offer any thing , they re- 
ceive it. If the Penitent defires 
any Prayers to be faid for him in 
fome Monaftry of Mount Mhos , he 
gives Nf oney in confideration of the 
Prayers to be faid for him. 

If the Parifli Prieft have any 
I-ands, he thinks it no fliame to Till 
them himfelf. But he refides con- 
ftantly in the Parifli, to be ready up- 
on all occafions for the Sick, to 
whom he fays the Prayers appoin- 
ted by the Church for Sick people. 

If a Woman be in ChilcJ-birth , 
he is fent for to fay fome Prayers 
appointed for that occaficpo- nor 
can the company that conjc to aC- 
fift the Woman in her Travail leave 
tbeHoufe, *ti!J the Prieft come and

In private Baptifm they ufe only 
Water^ Oyl, and a Lamp burning 
before the PiiSure of the Virgin 
Mar/. For there is no Houfe fo 
poor, nhich has not the Pi(5ture ctf 
the Biti!?*d Virgin, or.fome other 
Saint, befort which they pray, Mor- 
njng and Night , after they have 
lighted a Lamp. 

In publick Baptifm, the Child is 
brought to the Church Porch > 
where after the Prieft has faid an 
Exorcifm , the Child is brought to 
the Font , and being interrogated 
by the Prieft, the God-father makes 
anfwcr , and reheatfeth the Creed 
thrice. Thea the Priefl: Confc* 
crates the Water, which being hot

he pours into*t Oil Olive » ancJ 
Anoints the Child on feveral parts 
of the Boidy* The Child is Anoin- 
ted on the Forehead, Mouth, Ears, 
Breaft , Hands , Knees , and Feet 
with thefe words at every place $

Then the God -father claps a Crofs 
to the Childs Breafl: : This done > 
the Prieft takes the Child ftark 
naked , and baths him all over 
thrice in the Water, faying the fame 
words as you had in private Bap- 
tifm. After the third Bathing , he 
pours fome of the Water upon the 
Child's Head : Then delivering the 
Child into the hands of the God- 
Fathers, he puts a Shirt on the 
Child, with thefe words 5 ^efus 
Chriji auir merciful God ^ cloathed with 
Light , give thee a bright Garments 
All the Greeks of the Ifland that 
kkrhge. (Aj Marry, firft obtain a Licenfe of 
the Arch-Bifhop , or his Grand Vi- 
car: Then the Prieft having exa- 
mined if they have any Lcgaf pro- 
hibition of affinity , or otherwile j 
either at the Church, or their own 

Houfes f 
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Hou(ps» Marrys them in this man- 
ner. After the Reading of .tbu 
part of the Liturgy which con- 
cerns. Marriage , and the parties 
enterchanging a Ring y the Prieft 
takes two Garlands made like 
Crowns , and iigning them with 
thefign of theCrofs, he puts one 
on the Eiridegrooms Head, with 
thefe words :

The like is done to the Bride, and 
then the Epiftle and Gofpci appoin-^ 
ted for the Occafion is Read. Then 
he that gives them in Marriage, 
firft Kirfcs the. Garlands , and all 
the Company, in Teftimony of 
their wifliing Joy to the Married 
Parties. 

On Maundajf Thurfday , which is 
an high day with the Greeks^ * they • sacr^j^ 
Confecrate Bread , and pour upon ^' .^* 
it confecrated Wine , with thefe * 
words :

23I00D9 Amen. 

This Bread is laid up till the firfl: 
Sunday after Eafier^ and then the 
Priefl: in all his Formalities , ligh- 
ting all the Lamps of the Altar, 
perfumes the Bread with Incenfe , 
and cuts it into pieces as fmall as a 
Grain of Wheat. Then being put 
up in a certain VeHTel , it is laid up 
for afl occafions of the Sick for 
that year. When any is Sick, he 
cakes one of thele Grains of Bread, 
and putting it into the Chalice , hd 
carries it in his hand to the Sick 
Man's Houfe: All that meet him 
by the way , go back with him to 
the fick Man's Houfe : But at Con- 
' fiantimple ^ and other Cities where 
the T>/r^/ are numerous 5 the Prieft 
carries it fecretly under his Arm, 
for fear of fomeaifront. 

The Prieft is obliged to carry this 
Sacrament to thofc that have the 
Plague, in which cafe, he puts the 
Grain of Bread into a Raifon , and 
fives it him at the end of a long 
'ane. When 
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when any perfon f^jdyes^a Lamp ^f.^^J 
is lighted over the Corps , and the ^^ 
Houfe is perfum*d ' with Incenfe. 
Then the Clorps being ftript, they 
dip a Sponge or Lint in warm Wa- 
ter, and draw it over the Face, 
Knees , and Feet , in form of a 
Crofs : Then taking a white Lin- 
nen Cloth, they make a Hole in 
the middle , large enough for the 
Head to come out, and fewing it 
up clofe at the Feet , they cloath 
him again with the befl; Garnients 
the Party Dcceafcd had. When 
' the Corps are ready to go to 
Church 5 the Prieftgoes before the 
Corps with a Crofs and a Taper itt 
his hand , finging certain Prayers. 
At the Church , the Office for the 
Dead being ended, the Friends 
and Kindred of the Party Deccafed , 
come and kifs the Corps. The 
Corps being brought to the Grave , 
the Prieft takes fome of the Earth , 
and fprinkling upon the Head , 
and the Feet, and the two Sides, 
in form of a Crofs , faying thcfe 
words : ^

Then the Prieft throws upon 
rfie Corps feme Water , or Oyl, 
out of one of the Church-Lamps , 
and a piece of flaming Incenfe , 
and fo the Corps are covered.

attheChurchjCOthofQthat accom- 
pany the Corps to Church. 

Three days after Interment , the 

(a) Com- ' Friends of the (<f) Deceafed have a 

memmi^ folemn Office at the Church for 

vlu. ^ ^ the Dead. After the Office is 

ended , they have a fort of fmall 

Junket, which they diftribute, 

and Eat in the Church, with Wine^ 

or Strong Water, to wafh it down. 

This fort of Junket they call 

KoAi^a, CoMa^ and they derive 

its firft Infritution from the time 

of Ju/iap$ the Apellate, who to 

fpite 
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Tpite the Chrifiiansy commatided 
all the Bakers to raife their Pafte 
with the .Blood of Bcafts that 
were Sacrifice to Idols. The 
Chrijliansy ignorant of the com- 
mand J were about to buy the 
Bread , till St. t her on , th^ was a 
Martyr under Maximin , appearing 
to the Patriatch Eudoxius^ admo- 
nifli'd him to forbid the Greeks to 
Eat any Bread of the BakerS ma- 
king, becaufe it was mix'd with 
the Blood of Beafts offcr'd to Idols. 
The Patriarch then ask'd the Saint 
what the People (hould Eat. He 
told them o/y^^ 5 and fo fliew*d hitrt 
the way how to make it. But now 
the Greeks ufe it at thefe Funeral 
Commemorations^ and on a Shrove- 
Sfwday . and the Sunday bpfore

Every Parifli hath an anniver- 
fary Feaft , in Commemoration of 
that peculiar Saint or Patron , to 
whole nlfemory that Church is De- 
dicated 5 and by whofe name it is 
called. All they of the Parifh, and 
others that have a particular devo- 
tion for the Saint , carry with 
them a prefent of Bread , of a 
^ Wax-Taper and Frankincenfe. 
• The Bread goes to the Arch-Bifliops 
-^ Vicar General 5 the Tapers and 
Incenfe to the fervice of the 
Church. 

And now we have finiflied the 
Defcription of Samos ^ and the 
ftoryof its prefent State and Con- 
dition, by which one place being 
. one of the largeft of the ^^rchi- 
./'^/^^^ for Circumference , and one 
of the, Fruitfulleft fa* Soil , We 
may gaefs at the condition of all 
the ireft that are rich enough tc 
ipaintain a Turkifh Covernour.

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Befides it acquaints us in great part 
with the Religion of the whofe 
Greek Churth , which throughout 
the whole extent of the Patriarch 
of Conjl Antinomies Jurifdiftion , is 
very uniform , without any varia- 
tion of Rites or Ceremonies.

Jakarta , olim ^Icarus. 

THelfleof NicArU being under 
the Jurifdidlion of the Arch- 
Bifhop of Samos J 1 thought it ex- 
pedient to add this Relation of it, 
as a Supplement to that of Samos. 

NicAtU Hes in length Eafl: and 
\Veft 5 its profpeft on the North 
is to Scio 5 on the South to Fatos 
and Naxos , on the Eaft to PAtmos , 
and the Weft to Mycone. Three 
Miles diftant from the Ifland , on 
the South-fide towards PAtmos , 
lye fome fmall Iflands unhabited ^ 
but known by the name of Fumy , 
and furnifh'd with good Harbourf ; 
capacious enough for all forts or 

Vef- 
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Vcflels. Here tbe Cor fairs of Afal- 
tA^ and other Chrijiians ^ us'd to 
lay in wait for Ships that trade 
from Scio to Rhodes. It lies twelve 
Miles diftant from iS^«?^i. The Sea 
about it was formerly caird the 
larian Sea, from Icarm ^ fo Fa- 
mous among the Ancisnt Poets.

It is upwards of fourfcore Miles 
in compais, and yet has not one 
Port nor Road for great Ships, . 
but only two fmali Creeks for lit- 
tle ^oats» The one called tov «yiov 

E 4 ^2koc 5 
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0Zm , Ton Hmon Phoca • from a 
Church here dedicated to St. Pho- 
c/u : The other is called Keramy , 
fo extremely bad , that they that 
cortie a (hore here are forc'd to draw 
up their Boats after them* A Mile 
ot Keramy is a little Ifland cali*d 
Ka?ajSo^4<3^<5 KaravoJlaf$^ or the Rode 
for fniall VefTels , call'd KaraviA. 
This affords a good retreat -for Vef- 
fels in Tempcftuous Weather. And 
when 'tis fair, they lade and unlade 
their VeiTels with all poffible fpeed, 
at the Shore of harm, and fb 
retire, for fear of a Storm, 
^a) Hor. All the (4) Ifland is very Mountai- 
cij.ui. nous and full of Rocks ^ which 
fwlhf^i^ caufes but few Villages 5 and thofe 
^m. vtry fmalU none of them excee- 
ding an 100 Houfes. The Pro- 
montory towards Samos is calPd 
Ph^nari^ or the LAnthcrn; becaufe 
of a Watch Tower here built > to 
give light to Marriners in theNight. 
The Tower is yet ftanding , and 
the common People are fo far mi- 
ftaken in the common Fable , as to 
pretend that Icatms and his Son 
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were here kept Prifoners. But. 
they are given to a Cretlulity of 
new reports more inconvenient 
than that of old Fables, and that 
the belief of Treafures hid in all * 
old Ruins ever fince the taking of 
Confiantinofle , where fo much was 
found long after it was burn'd« 
This conceit blown up by various 
reports , and the Itch or talking 
on one fide , and the great creduli-r 
ty of ignorant People on the other , 
hath encrtafed into a vulgar Tra* 
dition, very incommodious to the- 
Greeks , and whereat the T»rks 
take great advantage againfl: them > 
in cafe they meddle with any Ruinsji 
either for Curiofity or Ufe, Ana 
And thefe Iflanders have a com- 
mon Tradition , that about this old 
To wer of /(Ticr/;^/ lyes a great treafurr, 
whereof part, though not all, they 
fay, was carri'd away fome 40 years 
ago,by fome -^4//r^i,that came over 
by fkalth, and in the Night, dug up 
all the ground 3 And an old Man y 
whom I fpoke with , that fa w them 
at work , but durft not tome neet 

till 
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till they had all gone aboard, and 
fet Sail 5 upon his approach , found 
the dead Carkafe of a Man newly 
flain; whom they fuppofe was 
facrific'd to the Genius of the place, 
or the Guardian Angel of the Trea- 
fure. They add befides 5 that be- 
fore this adventure of the Afiaticks , 
the place was haunted with a Spirit, 
which alwaies appeared in black, 
and deftroy'd their Oxen , at leaft 
one in a year. B ut fince that tifne , 
the place was no more haunted, nor 
did the Labourers ever complain of 
the lofs of an Ox. 

About this Shore are the beft 
Cockles of all the Archipelago^ 
The principal Villages are i. Ca- 
choridyof ipeHoufes, and two or 
three Ckes. 2. Ste/ij famous for 
great abundance of Nut-Trees, 
3. Mufaray befides which is an 
Hermitage , and a Church, where- 
in are kept the Rel.iques of St. The- 
clfifies , who was of Les/?os , and 
whom the People do think yet does 
Miracles at this day. Here are in 
the Ifle, t]|^e Ruins of a greater 

Town 
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Town than any now is. The 
Church is yet ftanding, and goes by 
the name of St. HeSe^s, The 
Beauty of its Fabrick, is a clear ar- 
gument^ it was built in the days o£ 
the ConJianSinopQlitan Ernperours 5 
and though it has no Houfe oeer 
band it ^ yet great refort is made 
bithcr for Devotion ; and from 
time to time there never wants a 
Papas to fay the Prayers of the 
Church ia it. 

There are bqfides thefe three al- 
ready nam'd , a ^r^at many little 
Village? fcattera up and down 
through the whotq Ifland, which 
for the number of Haufes, are lar- 
ger of extent than thofe in $4mos ^ 
tor here every Houfe is environ-d 
with its proper Gaieden , Orchard 5 
but the Houfes in Sam^s are com- 
lUQuly built clofer , aod their Gar- 
dens , and Orchards at a greater 
diftance. 

The whole Iflaqd is for the moft 
psirt Mountainous :i and Rocky, 
The Valleys aref^w* v^^ little ia 
con>pafs5 fQ^httwi|;b great labour, 

and 
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and difficulty, they force out of Co 
barren a Soil, that little Corn they 
have • which is not fufficient to 
feed the Inhabitants above one 
half the year ; and lays a neceflity 
upon the Nicariam to traffjck 
abroad for fupplies elfewhere. But 
principally they trade to Scit> for 
Corn, whither they carry Wood 
from Samos^ and the neighbouring 
parts of Nat olid. They are very 
expert in making Boats , and fmall 
Veflels 5 which are in fuph efteem, 
that they are bought up by all their 
Neighbours. Befidcs their Traf- 
fick in Wood and fmall Veffels^they 
vend good (lore of . Sheep and 
Goats , wherewith their Moun^ 
tains are well ftor'd. And ytt 
their care to keep them is lo fmall , 
that without either milking them , 
or driving them into Coats , or 
Folds, or making any limits or 
bounds 5 they only vifit them twice 
a Year , to count the number of 
their Flocks , and to imprint the 
^ Marks of the proper Owners. 
Some there are; andthofe of the 

Richeft, 
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Richeft , that are at the trouble of 
milking fo many , as may fupply 
their Family with Cheefe. They 
vend likewife good ftore of Swines 
Flefli. Wax, and Honey they have 
great plenty of, but their Honey is 
in no great efteem , becaufe of 
that bitternefs of tafte which it 
receives from their Bees feeding up- 
on Firr leaves^ which Tree that 
Ifland abounds with. 

The moft commendable thing of 
this Ifland is their Air and Water, 
both fo healthful , that the People 
are very long liv'd, it being aa 
ordinary thing to fee perfons in it 
of an 100 years of Age, which is 
a great wonder , conlidering how 
hardily they live. There is not a 
Bed in the Ifland, the Ground is 
their Tick , and the cold Stone 
their Piflow , and the Cloaths they 
wear is all the Coverlet they ufe. 
They ; provide no more Apparel 
than what they wxar all at once , 
when that is paft wearing any lon- 
ger, then think of a new Suit. 
Betwixt their ordinary times of 

Eating, 
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tating 5 therq is . not a piece of 
Bread to be found in the Ifle. A 
little before Dinner, they take as 
much Corn as will ferve that 
Meal , grind it with a Hand-Mill , 
bake it upon a flat Stone 5 when 
•tis BakM 5 the Mafter of the Fa- 
mily divides it equally among the 
Family; but a Woman with child 
iias two (haresi If any Stranget 
comes in , every one parts with a 
Piece of his own Ihare to accom- 
modate the Stranger* Their Wine 
is always made with a third part 
Water, and fo very weak and fmall. 
When they drink it, fo much as is 
thought (ufiicient is put into one 
large Bowl , atid fo paffes round. 
The Nicarians are the only Iflailders 
of all xhti^rchipeUgo^ that nei- 
ther keep Witte to fell , nor lay it 
up in Wooden Vfeffels , but in long 
Jarsj covered all over rn the Ground. 
Whefi they havfe a mind to Tap it , 
they make a Bung-hole in the top, 
and draw it out with Canes. 
Their Houfes are fo plain , that all 
the Furniture you can rfee is an 

jJ^nd- 
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Hand Mill, befides this, there is 
nothing but bare. Walls: That little 
they have befides is all hid under 
Ground • not fo much for fear of 
the- Corfairs (from whom their Po* 
verty is a fure guard) as out of Cu- 
ftome. Nor are they all fo poor, 
as not to be able to buy Beds , but 
cuftom has brought, them into a 
contentpt of Beds^ as meerly fuper- 
fluous ., infomuch, that when they 
Travel into other Iflands, they 
rcfufe the offer of a Bed. A Prieft 
of Nicaria comingimo Samos y was 
courteoufly entertained by thofe of 
his Order , and at Night was of- 
fered a Bed to lye in 5 he thank'd 
them, but ref«y , nor could by 
any importunity be prevail'd upon, ^ 
but told them the Earth was his 
Mother , from whence he would 
not keep a diflance ^ befides he was 
afraid of being Sick , if he fhould 
lye in a Bed 5 and therefore if they 
had a kindnofs for him , they muft 
givie him the liberty of fleeping 
after his own Country way. 

When I went to vifit them as 

Arch- 
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A.ch-Bilhop5 and ignorant of the 
cuftom ot the Country , carry'd ' 
no Bed. At Night , where I firft 
lodg'd , asking for a Chamber, they 
told me they had no other than that 
where I firft came 5 then asking for 
a Bed , they told me it was not the 
Cuftom of the Country; then de- 
firing to borrow fome Bed Cloaths 
for Love or Money, all they brought 
me was one Smock made of courfe 
Dimity. 

They have no great communi- 
cation one with another, any far- 
ther than the publick times of Sa- 
cred Solemnities 5 or Civil Bufinefs 
doth caufe them to come together. 
At other times they keep (IricSlly 
within the narrow Sphere of their ^ 
own aflFairs. Formal Vifits, Treats, 
and Entertainments, are things un- 
known. If any bufinefs do put 
them upon a Vifit to their Neigh* 
hour , they come not clofe to his 
Door, butftand oflf at a great di- 
ftance 5 and call aloud to him 5 . If 
he make them anfwer, they dif- 
courie the Bufinefs they came about, 

(landing 
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ftanding oflF at the fame diftiince; 
except they b? earneftly invited to 
come in. And this way of di(^ 
courfing at a diftance they pra^ice 
more in the Fields and Mountains ; 
their Voices being fb ftrong ^ that 
'tis ordinary to talk at a Miles di- 
ftancet fometimes at four or five^ 
where the Valleys interposed , be- 
tween two hills, give advantage 
to the Voice. Sometimes they caa 
difcourfeat that diftance^ that the 
carriage of the Sound through the 
Winding of the Valleys , (hall re- 
quire half a Quarter of an Hours 
time* and yet they make diftinft,' 
and proper Anfwers , both audibly 
and intelligible ^ without the help 
of a Stenterofhonicd Trumpet. 
^ Their Habit for the Men , is a 
Shirt , and over it a ftiort Caffock, 
down to the knees 5 to which, ia 
Wiriter they add only a (hort Veft ; 
that reaches a little below the mid^ 
die. Stockings they never wear. 
There Shoes arc only a piece of 
tliin Copper , bow'd to the fhape 
of their Feet , and every one is his 

JF owii 
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own Shoe-maken The Womert 
have nothing but one Soiock , but 
fo large , that they wrap it double , 
or treble down to the Girdle , but 
below the Girdle fingle. The 
Priefts, for greater reverence in the 
Church, ty two Towels about their 
Legs ) the one is their ufual Bonnet) 
and the other their Girdle: fb that 
they perform facred Offices un- 
guirt 5 as well as uncovered. 

Of all the Ifles of the ArchifeUgo^ 
this only admits of no mixture with 
Grangers in Marriage > nor admits 
any frranger to fettle with them : 
They being, as they pretend, ail de- 
fcended of the Imperial Blood of 
the Porfhyrogenneti , muft not ftain 
their noble Blood with inferiour 
Matches, or mixtures with C^^r/^rj^ 
or Peafants , for fo they term all 
the other Iflanders. 

Torphyrogepineti ^ were thofe of 
the Blood Royal , in the Days of 
the Greek Empcrours , fo caird, 
from their wearing of Purple , 
which was a Badge of Royalty, 
and allow'd.only to Princes of the 

Blood J 
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Blood 3 ^ and not from an houfe calf d 
Porpbyra , where the Empreffes 
were wont to lie />• But Purple 
was throughout the Eaft , the 
known Badge of Royalty. Hence- 
came that unfand:iiy'd Wit , and 
learned'ft Writer that ever opposed 
the Chrifiim ReligioA with his Pen ^ 
to be cail'd Forfhyrim : For his true 
name in the Language of Syria, 
his native Country , was Malchus , - 
or King 5 but the Greeks did para- 
phrafe it Parphyrius , or Purple- 
robed ; that being a Colour pecu- 
liar to Kings. 

They have a great Happineft^ 
by reafon of their poverty , m not 
being molcfted by the 7Mrks^ who 
think it not worth their while to 
come among them , nor if they 
ftiould 5 were they likely to enjoy 
any quiet, without keeping a ftron- 
ger Guard than the Revenues of 
the Ifle would niaintaih. Once 
they flew a Cdddee^ feilt by thd 
Gfand Signior^and bang fuminon'd 
to Anfwef fcrf their Crime , they 
by feortinlottconfent own'dtheFaft, 

F i but 
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but would name no particular Man7 
So that the Turiijh Officers looking 
upon their beggerly Cloaths , 
thought there was neither gain nor 
glory in punifhing fuch Mifcreants , 
and that in Juftice ^ they muft pu- 
nilh all, or none, difmifs'd them 
untouched. From that time no 
Turk ever troubled them : For they 
take all courfes imaginable to feem 
poor 5 and wherefoever they come 
abroad) they count it no ihame to 
beg Alms : Yet they make a (hift 
every year to levy 300 Crowns for^ 
the Arch-Bi(hop. They are go^ 
yern'd by a Proefii of their own 
chufing, whoalfolevys their Ha- 
ratch or Tribute to the Grand Sig- 
(lior y and takes care to carry i^ to 
the o/g4 of Scto. As for their Re- 
ligion 3 it is the fame with that of 
Samos . but their Priefts are more 
ignorant. 

Thus y6u have an account of 
a fmall Ifland , the Poorefl , and 
yet the Happieft of the \vholc^gaan 
Sea. The Soil is Barren , but the 
Air is Healthful 5 their Wealth is 

but 
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but fmall ; but their Liberty and 
Security is great. They are not 
molcfted with the Tyrannous In- 
folence of a Turkijh Officer, nor 
with the frightful Incurfions of 
barbarous and mercilefs Pirates. 
Their Diet and Apparel is below 
the Rate of Beggars in other Coun- 
trys , and their Lodging is a thing 
or no more care-^ orcoft, than that 
of the Beads of the Field , yet their 
Bodies are ftrong and hardy , and 
the People generally long liv*d. 
Thev live with as little forecift, 
as it they expedted not to furvive 
a Day , being contented to fatisfy 
the prefent neceflities of Nature. 
They do properly In diem vivere , 
or as we (ay 5 From Hand to 
Mouth. They have buei little 5 yet 
they never Want. Their Igno- 
rance is equal to their Poverty, 
and contributes much to their con- 
tent. And how well they efteem 
of their own condition, their con- . 
tempt of their Neighbouring 
Iflands , and fcorning to mix with 
them in Alliance by Marriage , is

THe Ifle of Patmos^ now call'd 
Patim 5 is 36 Miles in com^ 
pa(s, 40 Miles from the Continent 
of A^A^ towards Efhefus ; as many 
Miles diftant from SAm0s North Eaft 
of it 5 30 from NicdrU ^ North ) 
60 from Pares , and NaxoSy Weft | 
5o from Amurg^s , South. ' 

The Figure is neither round nor 
fouare, but irregular, by'reafon 
or unequal Promontories and Bays. 
It is furhifli'd with very commodi- 
ous Havens , to which it owes its 
being inhabited , though not fo 
well as in former times , as appears 
by the many and great Ruins in it.

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This Ifland was eminent for thofe 
wonderful Revelations which (he 
Bteffed Apoftle, and Evangelift 
St. John had in it, during his banifti- 
mept thither in the time of the Per- 
fecution under P^/w/>/4;?. Thcfyb- 

flance of what is related in chat 
Life of St. 'john^ that goes under the 
Name of ?mhorus^ is generally 
believ'd in tAtmos to this day. i\nd 
though the Author might be of 
later years than Prochoru^^ the Difci- 
ple of St. John 5 as the moft judi- 
cious Hiftorians of later days do 
pronounce him to be: Yet that 
the whole contents of that Book 
ihould be ameer Fable, and nothing 
but the Produ(5fc of the Authors 
invention and fancy, is very impro- 
bable. For though he might take 
great liberty in the Manner and Cir- 
cumftanceof what he relates, yet 
the Matter and Subftance were 
built upon fome foundations of real 
Truth , and fuch as many Books 
now not extant, and the Streanisi 
pf Tradition then nearer the Foun- 
tain, but now run dry , might ac- 
quaint 
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quaint hltn with. That the Idand, 
at St. 'johnh firft comins were all 
Idolaters, had people poltefTed with 
Devils, and were tpif- led with Ma- ^ 
gicians, is more than probable^ 
That St. John*% cafting a pevil out 
of young K^poUomdcs , had $ great 
influence on the peoplesCon ve^nQQ, 
and rats'd him the Enmity of % 
Magician ^ and ail that he could 
draw after him, is a thiqg reafona^ 
bly credible. The Name of Cymfs 
the Magitian^ is known to all the 
People to this day ) yea, not with- 
out fome very improbable circum- 
ftances of the Story 5 that St. Joht^ 
fliould caufe him to jump twice in-*, 
to the Sea, and the fecond time to 
beturn'dinto a Rock) which qpw 
bears his name. However it is op 
fmall credit to a Places otherwiie 
very inconiiderable > that that great . 
Apoftle , once the peculiarly belo^^^ 
ved Difciple.; who pf all the App* 
ftles , did alone furvive our Savi- 
ours judicial coming into his King* 
dom of Power aqd Vengeance up- 
on the yvpilb Nation: that b^ 

(hould 
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fhould be for no fmall time an In- 
habkaflt of this Ifland , and there 
Pen that Myfterious and Subiime 
Book, which to him indeed was 
jlf^afypfe ) but to' all others Jtfi- 
&yfha, to him a Revelation , but 
|o us yet an hidden Myftery : like 
the former Prophecies of the Old 
7efl:ament> that were never right- 
}y underftood till a&ually fulfiliU 
The Tradition of this Ifland is ve- 
ry pofitive 9 that lie writ his GoTpel 
Itere likewife, and that upon the 
Requefl: of the Iflanders^ who at 
his departure, after (even 'years 
abode in the Ifland ^ did importune 
him to leave them in writing what 
they ought to believe : Whereupon 
heftaid eight days longer, to did:ate 
the Gofpel to hisDifciples that writ

confirmed Tradition , that the Ca- 
vern, which now goes by the name 
of the Holy Gretto , was made by 
the Rupture of the Earth , in that 
Earthquake. 

The Original of this Ifland , as 
it is at this day, is afcribed to 
St. ChrifiodotUus ^ in the Days of 
Alexius Cm$nenu6. 

It was Alexius Comnenus^ the firfl: 
of that name > in whole dayes be- 
gan the Holy War , who reigned 
the ao laft years of the tenth Ceh» 
nury, and the i% £rft of the ole* 
venth, and was contemporary with 
mlliMm the Conqucrour, and Ood" 
frey of BuUoigne. This ChrifioioU'^ 
lus was Abbot of LMtros , and had 
jurildidion over fome 20 Monafte- 
ries in Afu^ near a great Lake 
about a days Journey and half from 
Ephefm. He being molefted by the 
Turks 5 (whofe power now mightir 
ly encreas'd in Aft a ) obtained leave 
of the Emperour to build a Monv 
ftry in PMtmos: Whither having 
tranfported his Wealth and Family, 

he built a Monaftry near the Port 

- - -" of 
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of Nejlia , and named it Rcuvali. 
But. hot liking the place > (and as 
the Tradition goes , being warned 
by a Vifion , and a Voice from Hea- 
ven , ) he quitted that Monaftry , 
find built another in the highefl: 
part of the Ifland > and fortifi'd 
jtwith aftrong Caftle, environ'd 
with high and ftrong Walls: And 
there he built a Church. T|ie = In- 
habltant? that lay fcatterVl m the 
Ifle, defired leave to build Huts neer 
jthe lyipnaftry , for their better ShcK 
ttx y and def^pe, in cafe of any 
fudden Attaque by Pirati In pro- 
cefs of time, thefe Huts were 
chang'd into fair Houfes^ and by 
Trade an J Conamerge , became a 
great Town > to the number * of 
800 Houfes ) and there Inhabited 
by rich Merchant^) ti^at traded in^ 
to all parts. But the many Revo-^ 
lutions that haye happened fi'^ce , 
have eclipsed the former Glory of 
the place: And their Ships of Mer- 
chandife are all dwindled into fmall 
Fifher Boats/ and the Inhabitants 
are all extremel v poon

About half a mile from this place 
ftaods the Holy Grotto , where 
St. ')ohn the Evangelifl: is faid to 
have writ the Afocalypfe. Here is 
a fmall Moaaftry, uoder the Ju- 
rifdiftion of a Caloir. The Inhabi- 
tants of the neighbouring Borough, 
pay great Devotion to this place.

The bed Port of' this Ifland, and 
oi^Wih^ArchipiUgo^ on the Weft 
(ide towards Naxos , is call'd Scala , 
or the Wharf J becaufe of a Wharf 
built of ftone for the convenient 
lading or un-iading of Ships. 
That which renders it free from an- 
noyance of Winds are certain lit- 
tle Iflands that fhelter it from the 
Eaft and North-eafl: Winds. The 
VenetiAnYYttt were\yont to winter 
here during the War of Candy.

' Sea , near to which are hot Springs 
of Water , that cUre niariy Difea: 
fes. The Ifland is well fiored with 
Vines i Figg-Trees, Lemon and 
Orange Trees ; aftd Cprn fu^cient 
for the Inhabitants , if they could 
keep what they hai^e free frqm the 
Robbery of Pirats, as well CiS^r/- 
Jiiaf9 as Mahometan , that often pil- 
lage the poor People, who have 
no other remedy but patience , and 
fometimes the pleafure of feeing 
them perifh at Sea > that have been

h injurious to a Shore. The P^i^- 
miafis complain more of the Cru- 
felty of the chrifiiM Pirats ^ than 
of the Turks. And though the 
Iflanders have procured Charters 
and Patents from the Pope ^ the 
King of France . from? the State o£ . 
Venice i^ ftomtheDukeSof Tu^i^nj^ 
from the Grand Mafter of Maltha ^ 
to fecuri them from the Injuries of 
Chriftia9$ C or fair s^ it -is fb far from 
prevailing upon them to withhold 
their hands from rapine , that ic 
does but provoke tneih to more 
fiercenefs. -Yet thefe Pirats fome- 
timesareniadethe vifible objedb of 
Divine Vengeance.

y Ltt us now return to the State 
and Governmlentof the Place. The 
circner whole Ifland was given by(^^ Alexius 
chm ^^^^^^^^ to Chr^odoulf^s i and his 
11 Jo! fijcceffours. in the Monaftryy and 
die Iflands near about , tliat were 
not inhabited* And what Culture 
they beftow on the little Iflands ^ 
or what Cattle thty put to Grazing 
there, becomes all a Prey to the 
Cor fairs ; fo that the Revenues pf 
this Monaftry arc noM^ much di- 
minifti'd , and the Monks become 
extreniely poor. And his Son Caf^

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Sty is oblig'd to fupply them with.a 
eyerend Apcieat Monk,' to do 
all Sacred dffices among them^ 
Befides thefe, thercare fome fraall 
Hermitages that maintain, fome 
few Monks. i. the Hermitage 
o( the Holy Grotto of St. John the 
Divine. 2. THe Hermitage of 
the Pdrafceve. 3. Of the Annun-^ ' 
tiation of the Bleifed Virgin , late- 
ly built by a Bi(hop in this laft Cen- 
tury. 4. The Hermitage , balled 
Afomdti. Laftly, in a place called 
the Gardens, which furnifli the 
MonksiKitchin with all necefTaries. 
They have certaih'Chappcls con- 
fccrated for the Labourers . at cer- 
tain Hours , to hear Prayers , and ^ 
ib return to .their Work. 

And this is the prefent Conditiod 
bf the Ifie bf Patri^as ^ oface famous 
for the Refidence of that gi^eat Apo- 
Stk St. Job^y and for the great and 
myfterious Revelation he had in it.

simttsy on the South. The ifkmm , 
*qr Necked Land that parts them, 
is not much above a Mite broa^d : 
It is called by the Greeks "Ayifiv ogoj, 
^nd 4*honM6^ by the Fr4»ht (or 
. Weftern Chrifiia»s) Mmfe Savtf, ft 
is 1 7Q Miles in compsiis. Lcmaes 
i^aads dire^y Eaft or it , fotne 4p 
Mies difliaotx and a little befofe 
SuQ-fet is QV^rfliadow'd by it. 
H*([9i is 30 Mil^s dift^wt to the

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North-eaft. Tbejfalomcd is fpur 
days 'journey to the V^eft, and' 
rhilippoppli as many to the Northt 
On the Land fide there ftands 
ereded a great Wooden Crofs , bc- 
yopd which all Women are forbid- 
den to pafs. Becaufe the Caloirs ^ 
the only Inhabitants of the place, 
are forbidden all communication 
with Women, as the principal ^.ule 
of their Profeflion. 

Not far from this Crofs, without 
the Bounds, on the Water-fide , 
ftands a Village call'ci jfHadiava^ 
The Inhabitants live mod upon 
Fiihing) and bring their Fiih to 
fell to the Caloirs. If perchance 
their Wives, or any Women ol§|^ 
their Family come along with the 
^ Men 3 they are left in the Boat , and 
liot luflfer d to ftcp a Shore \ for fear 
of Excommunication '^ for the 
highefl; Rule of Difcipline, and 
the mod (triif^ly obferved, is that 
of not convcrfing with Women. 
And for more caution , and better 
fecurity of preferving this Rule 
Inviolable, they fuffer no other 

Female 
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Female Creature of what kind (be- 
ver, nor any Children , or young 
men , that are Beardlefs to come 
within the Mount. 

In defcribing the place , we canr 
not paft from Town to Village, 
but only from hion^Q:tys to Her- 
mitages.

(if) St. Laura y built by jithamfins ^ (^)s. 
who obtained fpccial Licenfe of the ^^ 
Emperourof Corjlantincfle to retire 
hither , and found a College of 
Monks ( (b called > from that Mo- 
naftry of Laura of Bethlehem , 
where St. Saba liv'd , and his Difci- 
ipX^John^ once Bi (hop of Coloma in 
Armenia^ and afterwards Monk, 
after the Difcipline of St. Saba^ 
whofe Difciples, from a peculiar 
Rule of Silence, which they did 
folemnly profefs , and ftri(5Hy pra- 
ctice, were-caird Silentiarii.

Spring of Water , that runs at this 
day ^ then thrufting his A2A into 
the Ground , it became a Tree , 
and fern: forth Boughs and Leaves.

Aw , from a Church dedicated 
to that Saint. Thefe are the reti- 
ring places of Tuch Hermits as live

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by Manufadure, as particularly, the 
making of Crofles^nd Figures that 
reprefent our Saviours Paflion, and 
Seals and Marks proper for the 
confccrated Bread. The iCaloirs 
that are fent abroad to confe(s Peo^ 
pie 3 and to gather A Ims for pious 
U(es, buy up all thefe Manufa^ures 
to prefent unto people amon^ 
whom they come; Thefe Hermits 
live more retired and melancholly , 
being not above two or three, fome- 
timesbut one in an Houfe. And ' 
they do imitate the Lives of thofe 
adtient Monks' in ty£gyfi , about 
"thebais^ that were imitators of 
St. Anthony , who did himfclf , as 
did all his followers:^ live and main^ 
tain themfelves by hand labour and 
itiatiufadures 5 though of a very 
mean fort, yet enough to earn them 
Food and Raiment. This St. oAi- 
thony was the firft Chrifiian Monk of ' 
the World , his Food was only 
Bread and Water 5 yet he liv'd i y o 
years : His fame was fo great , that 
HeUn^ the Mother of Confi^ntine the 

Great ^ did by letters feiit to him ^ 
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recommend Her felf and her Son 
to his Prayers. He dy'd in the Wil- 
dernefs. An. Dom. ^6i. 2 . Ker^- 
fta, another plot of Ground, all 
ftrew'd with fuch Hermitages as 
are at St. Ai^e , and they live in the 
very fame manner. 

Befides thefe Hermitages that 
lye fo neer in voifinage y there are 
above 1000 more difperfed up and 
down the Ifland , which do all be- 
long to fome one of the Monaftries. 
If a Man defire to live in a Cell) he 
[ives a certain Rate to that Mona- 
:ry to which it belongs , and fo 
is empowr'd t6 enjoy that Cell, and 
the Land belonging to'tfor his life;; 
when he dies, it returns to the Mo-) 
naftry, and the Monaftry is Heir to 
all that he leaves behind him. There 
arc Cells of all rates, from 5 Dol- 
lersto 150. One thing is very re- 
markable , that IdleneTs is utterly, 
baniih'd here, no man lives in the 
Ifle, whp is not ibme way employed* 
As for the maintenance of thefe 
Monaftries, though their Lands 
be iiijSicient to feed them y and their

Mountain furnifti them with Wioe 
enough to drink ; yet as the matter 
is order*dj they commonly want 
Money to pay their Haratch , or 
yearly Tribute of 3 DolJers/^r Poll, 
and buy tbemfelves Gloaths and 
Furniture for tilling their Landi] 
So that every year they felc(a fome 
of their Caloirs to go abroad , and 
beg the Charity of CbriJlUn People, 
towards the relief of the relpe<aive 
Monaftry. And thefe are always 
by two and two together; And 
the Monaftries agree before-hand 
to what particular places they will 
fend their refpe(5live Emiflaries ^ 
who continue ordinarily two ot 
three years in their perambulation. 
At their coming home , the Mod^y 
is delivered to the Skenafhilax , or 
the Steward of the Monaitry • folf 
it is agaioft the Rule of tlieir Order, 
to meddle with Money. He laiyes 
it out upon neceflary occafions, add 
what is ieft^ is kept to defrav the 
Charge of another Voyage* They 
have a Regifter of thofe that beftow 
any thing , and they pray for

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them conftantly in the Monaftfy^ 
When they are chofen to go 
abroad , the Chief of the Mona- 
ftry names one of tliQCalcirs : The 
Perfon named, in token of his 
obedience , doth proftrate himfelf 
on the Ground before the Superiour 
of the Monaftry 5 andrifing, kiffes 
the Supcriours hand. Then the 
Perfon firft nam'd, names thofe that 
fhall go along with him , who in 
like obedience , firft proftrate them- 
lelves before the Superiour , and 
kifs his hand , then do the like 
to the Caloir firft nam'd by the Con- 
vent, and own him for their Father 
and Superiour , to whom they owe 
all oBedience during their miflion. 
When they go abroad, they firft ap- 
ply themfelves to the MetropoUte of 
' the Oioccfe, and (hew him their 
Letters of Obedience from their 
Superiours.. Whereupon the Me^ 
Itr^oMte gives them Letters of Per- 
tmi(BontoaskCharity> and confefs 
Penitents throughout his Diocele. 
Where they Confefs any, they exa A 
nothing of them by way of pecu- 
niary 
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niary Penance, but only receive 
what in charity they freely beftow. 

The beginning of Monks in 
Mount Athos J was froni the time » 
that t\iQ Mahometans inv^dQA^/Egypt 
and Syria ^ where the Monks in 
thofe places enjoying no fecurity of 
their lives, came into Greece^ and 
defired of, the Emperour a Place 
to live in, according to their Moria- 
ftick way. He appointed theni 
Mount Athos ^ and Athana^tus fare- 
mention'd, was the firft that foun-» 
ded a College here. They profefr. 
fed at firft the imitation of St. An- 
thony oi JEgypt^ and St, Sabas^ but 
now the Rul^s of their Order are 
taken from St. BafiL 

At their firft coming to Mount 
Athos^ they were a Colony of the 
Monks of x}aQHoly Land^ who fol- 
lowed the Rules of St. Anthony of 
e/£^/^r,and St. Sabas^ but chiefly the 
Rules of St. Sabas , who liv*d long 
zh^X St. Anthony y when Monkery 
began to alter its mode and faihion, 
and from i cafual Retirement of 
fopae few Rien tQ a rude and fimple

way of life in the Wilderneft ^ to 
become fubjeft to Rules arid Orders, 
to incorporate into Societies 5 to 
change their Caves into Cloifters , 
and to remove from Delerts to good 
dwelling Houfesj and places of 
better convenience and accommo- 
dation. This Sti Sabas^ by his emi? 
nent add Angular Itriftnefs, did 
highly advance the Fame dnd Ad- 
rtiiration of a Monaftick life. Hei 
wasbybir^h a Cappddccian y of the 
Village of Mutaufca^ inthe Diocefe 
of cJfarei$^ and being left Heir to 
a goodfeftate j under the Care of 
hisUncle Jferiw/ziif, the perverfeneft 
of his Aint made him quit that 
Uncles Houfe 5 and go to Scanios ^ 
to live with another Uncle, whofe 
jpiine- was G'r^^(?r;'. This breeding^ 
a Diffention between the two Unr 
cles, he, to avoid all occafion of dif- 
pord, betook himfelf to the Mona- 
ftry of PlAvUna neat M»talap:a^ 
whence at the eighteenth year of 
his Age, he went to Jerufa/em^ to 
yifit thofe places which our Ble/Ted 
Saviours Life and death hath made 
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(b memorable. At that time the 
Fame of Bithjimim ^ then Abbot of 
Lauta by Bethlehem , was very great 
in the Holy Land. This enflamM 
young Sabas with great defire to be 
admitted into his Monaftry : 
Wherefore one day as Euthymim was 
going to receive the Sacrament^ he 
fell down at his feet, begging leave 
to be entred into his College : But 
-Euthymim gave him the RepuKe^ tel- 
ling him it .was not fitting that (b 
young a Man (hould be admitted 
into Lamra* yet he would recom- 
mend him to a fmaiier Monadry 
hard by , where St. Thecififies was 
Abbot : Where having ftay'd tcft 
years, E»tkymius admitted him in- 
to a Cave by his own Monaftry for 
five years. Then Eutiymif^ (eledled 
feim 5 and D^mitun to vye dsketici 
Severities in a folitary Place for four 
y6ars , which having performed to 
great admiration , about the For- 
tieth year of his Age he retir'd to a 
Cave by the Brook of Silee. By 
that time he had liv*d here five years 
be had a College of Difciples , to 

H 4 the 
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X\iQ number of 70 , amongft whom 
was Joh/^ the Silentiary , Bifliop of 
Colcnia in Cajfa^ocU , before he en- 
tred into his Monaftick life , and 
after wards Abbot of this College , 
which was caird f^tn/a Laura. There 
were afterwards more Monaftries 
of this name in PaUjiin. Lmra Pyrgu 
crum by 'jord4n , built by one ^aca- 
bm. Laura Malifilht , built by f />- 
mifJUSj and Laura Marich^e^ by Seve^ 
rianm , and Laura Elce^eb(ey by Juli- 
ap»i. But this Laura^ built by 
St. Sahas , was the moft Famous J 
where in his life-time the number of 
his Monks encreas'd to ijq. He 
was eminent in the time oi Anafta^ 
fiuSy JuJlwuS'^ and '^ufiimanus, Emr 
perours of Confiantimfle , and dy'd 
in the 94''' year of his Aga His 
name is yet very remarkable ainong 
the Eaftern Chrifiians^ efpecially 
at Mount Lysthos^ whofe firft Monk$ 
were but a Colony of his Difciplcs , 
^nd whofe ancienteft College is cal* 
|ed Laura^from his Laura in PaUfimc. 
Their conftant morning Prayer 
js. three hours before day ; theiir 

^vening^ 
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evening Prayer at Sun-(et. On 
Sundays they go to Prayers five 
hours before day in the morning , 
and before great Holy-days their 
Prayerscontinue all night. They 
have likewife other (et hours ot 
Prayer for the day-time. 

They that enter into this profef^ 
fion 5 are kept fix- months Proba> 
tioners 5 during which time they 
aye put to ail the Exercife they 
muft undergo in their Profeffion. 
After the fix- months are exph-ed , 
the Novitiat chufeth among the 
Old C4/(?/>j a God-father to introduce 
hioi ) and to in(lru<5t him in the 
Ceremony of hisAdmiffion. Tliis 
God-father brings him to the 
Church door , where he is ftrip'd 
to his Shirt , and proHrates himfelF, 
then he makes a fecond proftratioii 
in the middle of the Church , and 
a third at the Altar > and a fourth to 
the Superiour. Then upon his 
knees he anfwers to all the Interro- 
gatories made him by the Superiour, 
which are commonly thefe,

6. To be always ready to go to 
Prayers at the appointed Hours. 
At Midnight ^ before Day $ at 
Noon 5 at three a Clock after 
Noon ; at Sun-fet ; and after Sup- 
per : And after all this , when they 
go to their Cells , where they lye, 
to make 60 Proftrations , which 
they call MetimU^s 3 or Pennances, 
with a (hort Prayer to every one 
for the Superiour 5 for their Bre- 
thren 5 for the Benefadlors of the 
Monaftry , and in general , for aH 
Chrijliam. 

7. Not to eat or drink in fecret ;

but in cx)mmon with their Ebre-^ 
thren ^ and this is To obferv'd , that 
in cafe they are pinch'd with thirft 
betwixt Meals ) they drink at the 
Window, or Door of the Cell^ 
that all may fee them , and before 
they drink, they cry aloud , 'Eu\oye^ 
i.e. Give thanks. 

8. Not to eat Flefli all their 
lives , which is fo ftriftly obferved 
in Mount x^thos , that in no fick* 
nefs they are permitted to \yce^k 
this rule ^ but tne Monks that Tra* 
vel , in cafe of ficknefs , may eat 
rlefli , if the Phyfician advife them 
to't. But in Mount o^/i&^i they 
are allowed on Sundays^ TuefddjSj 
ihurfdays ^ and Saturdays ^ to Q^t 
£ggs , Butter , Cheefe , and Fiih i 
the other days they eat none of 
thefe , nor drink any thing but 
Water only ^ and thole other days 
they have only a Dinner, at Night 
they eat a piece of Bread, anddnnk 
a little water at the Church-door 5 
•nd fo to Prayers , and thence to 
their Cells , where they remain in 
great fildlfiQe. But this Sick, Aged , 

and 
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and fuch as have newly come from 
a Journey , are allow'd to eat ia 
the common RefeAory. 

For the better Government of 
the Monadry , the Superiour goes 
in perfon to every man's Cell , ac- 
companied with fome of the elder 
Cdloirs^ and if heHndany man out 
of his Cell, or two or three together 
in another man's Cell , this is a 
Crime , after three reproofs very 
punishable. The younger Caloirs 
(land in great dread of this no&Mt* 
nal Perambulation , and have that 
faying of St. Pauls very much in- 
culcated. Heb.i^.ij. 

The Burying of the Dead is 
much like the way of Burying ^ 
de(cribed at Samos^ with this dif- 
ference, that a Year after Inter- 
ment » they take up the Scull , 
and wafh it with Wine, and put 
it in a Charnel, infcribing the 
name of the Deceafed upon (he 
Charnei. 

Thus much of Mount ^ths, 
wherein is a thing remarkable « 
beyond all example, that in a

men conftantly live, there (ho 
oot be feen a Wonnian. 
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
